Field screening is conducted by inspection of City owned WQ vaults annually. The City has
five surface water maintenance zones. 2-3 zones are screened each year which includes, WQ
& detention vaults and cb's/mh's and drainage pipes are visually inspected and use of video
surveillance. Ditch inspection is conducted during vegetation management which includes
yearly mowing and dry weather outfall inspections. O&M conducts routine video inspection
of drainage pipe which helps to identify illicit connections and illicit discharges. Both field
and staff are trained and routinely look for indicators and stormwater violations by use of
GIS maps, field inspections to identify indicators with use of appropriate test kits. BMPs of
businesses are conducted during private property storm drainage inspections.
